severe,  though  it  doesn't  hurt  yon.  In  the 
Junp^ff  you  merely  do  a  few  snmrrsaults 
and  then  are  brought  up  suddenly,  but  not 
harshly,  by  the  unfolding  bag. 

"I  have  fallen  a  thousand  feel  or  more 
before^  lettinR  the  parachute  go.  One  man 
fell  2.700  feet  before  releasing  the  hag.  You 
might  fall  five  or  ten  thousand  feet  with  the 
parachute  foMsd  M  your  b%ek.  provided  the 
tUrt  was  high  enough  f  rom  ttie  Rroun.l, 
without  being  hurt.

Clark  has  made  many  jumps  without 
getting  a  tcratch.  "I'd  rather  get  out  of  an 
airplane  in  midah*  with  a  parachute  lashed  to 
me  than  leap  into  the  ocean  from  a  ship  with 
a  life-preserver  around  my  waist  All  things 
considered,  the  parachute  it  probably  the 
safer  of  the  two  devices.  Folks  have  been 
taught  for  centuries  to  look  on  the  lifc-pre- 
sei\(r  uidi  a-Mirance,  but  atill  attociate 
parachutes  with  the  occatiooal  county  fair 
performer  who  Is  killed  becautc  soneChfaig 
gees  wrong.

woman  school  teacher  in  Quebec  his  friend 
for  life.

A  I  haru'c  of  two  dollars  is  made  lo  those 
joiniiiK  the  p  ud,  one  dollar  of  which  u  an 
orgaiii/ation  fee,  the  other  dollar  is  for  one 
share  of  stock  in  the  pool.  .Members  con- 
trart^to  deliver  all  their  marketable  eggs 
and  poultry  as  directed  by  the  ..rr  of 

the  pool.  Initial  payments  aic  made  lo 
producers  on  delivery,  and  the  balance  as 
soon  as  the  products  are  sold  and  the  over- 
head charges  arc  determined.  All  proiiu 
Ro  to  the  members. 

The  pool  is  pl.innincr  to  operate  both 
killing  and  feeding  stations  at  central 
p.-ini-<  i':r..u^-hout  Saskatchewan  and  to 
create  a  central  marketing  organization  to 
handle  the  eggs  and  poultry  throaghont 
Western  Canada,  much  of  which  find  a 
ready  market  in  the  United  States.

A  normal,  healthy  man  has  about  eight 
pints  of  blood  in  his  vessels,  and  this  is 
heinff  continuously  used  up  and  rcplen- 
i^heil.  The  red  bone  marrow  produces  it; 
the  spleen  and  the  liver  throvl  out  what- 
ever has  spent  itself.  And  all  this  blood 
flo«'^  found  the  body  and  back  again  in 
ibe  avciagc  time  of  fifty  second.*. 

After  describing  the  constituents  of  the 
blood  the  writer  goes  on  to  say:  "But  the 
very  circulation  ol  our  Mood  exposes  us  to 
(be  Krave  ilaMt,'er  of  lo^m;;  it  if  any  blood- 
vessel is  punctured,  and  this  danger  is  all 
the  greater  as  the  blood  travels  so  fast  that 
the  vessels  would  soon  empty  were  a  big 
vessrl,  or  a  large  number  of  smaller  ones- 
divided. 

"Here,  however,  we  begin  to  see  how 
truly  wonderful  is  our  blood.    In  order 

to  minimize  ibc  lo«*  of  this  prerions  fluid 
through  a  wound,  the  blood  it.self  has  the 
peculiar  power  to  clot,  i.e.,  to  set  into  a 
solid,  and  so  to  plug  the  wound  and  stop 
the  bleeding.

Whereas  the  majority  of  substances  solidify 
most  1  V'\  on  cooling — for  instance,  when 
water  1  iiauKe*  to  ice — blood,  on  (he  other 
hand,  has  the  rare  p.*T  to  clot  most 
rapidly  at  about  the  body -temperature.  For 
nstanee,  a  sample  of  human  blood  was 
kept  at  body  temperature  and  riotteil  in 
three  minutes,  whilst  another  sample  of 
the  same  bk>od  was  allowed  to  cool  to 
tooni'temperature,  and  it  took  eight 
minutes  to  clot.  >

None  has  ever  been  able  to  dif?nify  the 
lightest  and  tritest  forms  by  sufh  profound

spontaneous^  and  so  thoroughly  at  ease." 


New  SettUmenU  in  Greece

out  of  employment  Yet  that  is  what  has 
happened  in  C.rceic,  one  of  tlic  smaller 
loimtrir^  ,)f  Southern  Europe. 

When  the  war  was  over,  Greece  had  five 
millions  of  inhabitants.  Now  there  are  six 
and  a  half  millions  i>f  people  livin;;  there. 
The  League  of  Nations,  helped  by  Gener- 
ous people  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  has 
aiven  a  home  to  this  vast  multitude  of  peo- 
ple who  were  poor  and  homeless.  Greece 
received  new  territory  from  Turkey  and 
from  Bulgaria  so  there  was  room  for  these 
refugees.  They  were  not  like  the  immi- 
grants  to  Canada  whose  pictures  yon  sonie- 
times  see  in  the  papers,  fine  strong  men 
and  women  and  h<-alth\  i  Inldrcn.  Thou- 
sands and  tliou.saiuls  of  tlicni  were  orphans, 
ragged  and  hungry.  Thousands  more  were 
widows,  and  old  men  and  women,  whose 
hands  were  feeble  with  age  and  want.  Uvcu 
^oun);  men  bad  suffered  such  miseries  that 
there  health  was  broken.  • 

But  time  has  worked  wonders.    In  the 

eitcht  years  that  ha\e  pa'sd  ebildren  lia\o 
srown  lip.  They  have  learned  to  work  on 
the  farms  or  have  been  taught  trades. 
Health  and  vig&r  have  come  with  hope 
to  the  sick  and  the  war  worn.  They  have 
learned  to  farm  ami  far  more  wheat  and 
tobacco  arc  grown  in  Greece  now  than 
before  the  war.  Some  of  the  refugees  were 
weavers  of  the  beautiful  Turkish  rugs  that 
cost  so  much  in  ibis  country.  Hy  helping 
the  refugees  to  help  themselves  the  League 
of  hfation^  has  done  a  good  work.  If 
Greece  grows  stronger  and  more  prosperous 
as  the  years  no  f>n  it  will  be  owing  to  the 
wikc  measures  that  body  has  taken  and  to 
the  kind  people  in  all  parts  of  the  world 
who  sent  aid  when  it  was  most  needed.

Those  of  us  who  have  flowers 
Krowiiig  in  the  house  kiio\v  that  in  these 
short  days  they  do  not  thrive.  They  live, 
it  is  true,  but  they  are  spindly  and  un- 
healthy. 

Perhaps  some  of  you  know  that  when 
the  sun  shines  on  the  leaves  of  plants 
it  makes  a  substance  called  chlorophyll.

Strong  .stalks  and  beautiful  leaves.  Shut 
out  the  light  and  the  plant  gets  sick  and 
if  we  leave  it  long  enough  it  dies.

All  the  liRht  lannot  Ret 
into  our  rooms  even  through  the  window*. 
That  is  why  children  should  he  out  as 
much  as  possible,  especially  in  these  Win- 
ter days.

six  weeks  until  the  Sutitherners  It.ul 
captured  W  uchang.  During  this  time 
the  Volunteers  had  a  ifood  vie¥r  of  the 
fit^litiiii;  on  the  xfluT  ^idc  df  the  river, 
and  iMr.  Diespecker  states  it  was  very 
interesting;  to  watch  the  unsuccessful 
attempts  uiade  by  the  Southern  .inny 
aeroplanes  to  bomb  the  walls  of  the 
city. 

The  beaiagtd  had  no  antt-airtfraft 

guns,  therefore  it  wnnld  have  been  pos- 
sible for  the  Southern  aeroplanes  to 
descend  to  500  and  1,000  feet  for  the 
purpose  of  boinbiiiL  .

f>n  a  number  of  nrrasions  dtirinjr  the 
siege  Chine.sc  pedestrians  were  struck 
by  stray  bullets.  In  the  foreign  settle- 
ments in  Hankow  several  coolies  died 
as  a  result  of  wounds.
